Gettysburg service station proprietors were without any 
official notice today from either their oil companies or from 
the government on the status of the proposal of Secretary of 
the Interior Ukes to close 100,000 service stations on the At­ 
lantic seaboard from 7 p. rn. to 7 a. rn. beginning Sunday. 
The service station proprietors here were unanimous in 
the opinion that the plan will not result in any saving of gaso­ 
line. 
They agreed that motorists simply will fill up their 
tanks before 7 p. rn. for any night driving they wish to do. 
All said they will comply with orders but declared the 
likes plan will throw many men out of work. 
At several 
service stations here that were queried today on that point, 
it was stated that as many as two men will be laid off.

have come to me through Dr. William H. E gle, now State 
Librarian, forwarded for study and use. 
They were a p ­ 
parently left by the C hief Ju stic e with the Provincial au ­ 
thorities, through whom they have come down to us. 
The 


Chief Ju stice knew much of the case before the trial, for 
it w as before him the num erous affidavits were taken in 
Philadelphia when the authorities of the Province were seek­ 
ing to settle the fact of jurisdiction and to know w hat reply 
to m ake to the demand of M aryland. 
His N otes are, there­ 
fore, less full, as his m em ory w as com paratively fresh. 
But 


as they constitute an interesting and curious record, I have 
deciphered the entire document, though with no little d if­ 
ficulty. 
My leisure for three weeks or more w as spent upon it. 


I regard the preservation of these N otes a s a m ost for­ 
tunate circumstance. 
The trial took place in the third year 


a fte r the creation of the County of York, and the record of 
it there made has been lost. 
So that without these Notes, 


we would he ignorant of the names of the ju ro rs or of the 
w itnesses, and all the incidents of the trial— except those 
preserved by the letter of Mr. Peters which had itself lain 
buried for 135 years. 


These notes were taken on foolscap sheets, folded so as 


to make a page of 6 inches by 4. 
The paper is of good 


quality, rough surface, and the sheets were fastened together 
by pins. 
The Notes are yellow with age, hut in good state 


of preservation. 


It is a curious fact that on the outside page, the Chief 


Ju stice wrote the name of the prisoner as John Leonard 
Kitzmiller. 
T h at w as the name of a brother of the prisoner. 


On the inside, the record is correctly stated th u s:

John Blackburn was a Friend who lived in W arrington 


township. 
He was a man of force, and in 1758 was tempo­ 
rarily suspended from m eeting for “ appearin g in warlike 
manner, and going to fight the Indians,” in the French- 
Indian War. 
From 1750 to 1764, inclusive, he w as a Member 


of Assembly. 
He w as a Ju stice of the Peace from 1751. 
John Day w as a citizen of high repute, also a Friend, 


and was the presiding Ju stice in the C ourts of York County 
in 1749 for the transaction of its ordinary business. 
He also 
lived 
in the North end of the County. 
Samuel Reynolds w as of Cumberland township, and is 


presumed to have been of the family which intermarried in 
1780 with the Kers and Wilsons, of which Dr. Dobbin gives 
us record. 
John W right, son of the W right who established W right’s 


ferry, Columbia, w as a prominent man on the west side of 
the river and was a member of the A ssem bly from 1710 to 


759. 
William Willis lived in M anchester township and in 1754 


made an agreem ent with the County Commissioners to build 


he walls of the Court House. 
One of the sam e nam)* had a 


well-known mill near T a te ’s ferry in 1769. 
Sam uel Underwood, no doubt, was one of the prominent 


fam ily of that name who lived near Archibald McAllister’s 
mill, and was probably the son of William Underwood, the 
first clerk of the W arrington Friends’ meeting and th)* first 
teacher in that section, beginning in 1710.

The committee .stated that a farm ­ 
er with 15 acres or less of wheat 
planted'for 1941 harvest may receive 
a m arketing card immediately 
He 
may then market all his wheat The 
farm er with more than 15 acres of 
wheat harvested and who seeded 
within his wheat acreage allotm ent 
last fall does not have any excess 
wheat, 
the

explained 
Also, the farmer who reduced his 
acreage to his allotm ent by June 20, 
likewise, has no excess wheat.

may obtain a marketing card and 
then may m arket all his wheat or he 
may store it and get the Govern­ 
m ent loan on it at the full rate for 
his grade.

jelly is caused by im ­ 
proper straining after the juice is 
extracted Straining the Juice twice 
will help to make the jelly clear. 
Use a canton flannel bag with the 
nap side in or two or three thick­ 
ness of good quality cheese cloth, or 
a sugar bag For the first strain­ 
ing, let the Juice drip and then 
squeeze the bas But for the second 
straining, use a fresn bag wrung out 
in hot w ater and do not squeeze 
W hen the s*rup does not form 
jelly, tnere are a number of dif­ 
ferent explanations. The fruit It­ 
self m ay not have the proper bal­ 
ance of pectin, acid, and m ineral 
salts th a t m ust be present for Jelly 
form ation. To make sure there is 
enough pectin and acid present, it 
is best to use a mixture of ripe anti 
slightly under-ripe fruit.

forces declared today th at the G ei- 
m ans have been held to a standstill 
and are wearing themselves out in 
futile assaults on the Soviet’s u n ­ 
yielding defenses. 
As these inform ants pictured the 
trend, the warfare has developed 
into a battle of attrition with Red 
Army masses using their weight to 
sap the Reichswehr’s strength. 
G erm an air assaults on Russia’s 
two greatest cities also were called 
failures. Three Luftwaffe attem pts 
to raid Leningrad were said to have 
been beaten off by Russian an ti­ 
aircraft guns and fighter planes and 
an air attack on Moscow was said 
to have been repulsed.
